The District railway will give Mr. Yerkes a trunk 
system, piercing the heart of London from east to west. 
Its eastern terminus will be at Whitechapel and its west- 
ern at Harrow. At Charing Cross, the geographical center 
of the metropolis, a junction will be effected with the 
Hampstead line, affording a branch outlet eight miles long 
to the northwest, with surface road and underground ex- 
tensions. It is admitted that the Metropolitan line is the 
key to London’s traction problem. Almost every other 
transportation scheme in the city is more or less tribu- 
tary to it. Mr. Yerkes bought it with full cognizance of 
that fact, and his friends say that his operations will not 
cease with its purchase. He will install an electric plant 
and banish compartment cars, classified fares and slow 
trains. With this new acquisition Mr. Yerkes will be in 
control of nearly 30 miles of railway, constructed or 
projected.
